INSTRUCTIONS TO 


ASSESSOR WILSON 


DELANO, Dec. 8.—Something of a 


jstir will be created In Volusla. coun- 
ty if instructions received by County 
Tax Assessor S. B. Wilson from the 
newly created state tax commission 


carried out. 
Every assesnor in 


the state has beer, ordered to wake 
the next assessment at full cash fi- 
liation. It has been the custom in 
Volusia for many years to assess 
upon an approximate one-third val- 
uation. 


The letter received by Mr. Wilson 


is as follows: 
To the Tax Assessors of the Several 


Counties of the State of Florida: 
The legislature of the state of 


Florida, at 
its session for 1913, 


passed a law creating a tax commis- 
sion, prescribing their duties, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 9, Chapter 6500, It shall 


be the duty of the commission, and 
it shall have power and authority— 


(1) To have and exercise general 


supervision of the administration, of 
the tax laws of the state, over asses- 
sors and over boards of county com- 
missioners in the performance of 
their duties as boards of tax equaliza- 
tion, to the end that all assessments 
of property be made relatively just 
and equal at the true and substantial 
value in compliance with law. 


(2) To confer with and advise, as- 


sessors and boards of county com- 
missioners when acting as tax equal- 
zers as to their duties under the 
;tatutes of the state. 


(3) To direct proceedings, actions 


and prosecutions to be instituted to 
enforce the laws relating to pen- 
alties, liabilities and punishment of 
ificers, persons and officers and 
agents of corporations for failure or 
leglect to comply with the provl- 
iions of the statutes governing the 
troperty and to cause complaints to 
le made against assessors, members 
if boards of county commissioners 
vhen acting as tax equalizers, to the 
governor for removal from official 
misconduct or neglect of duty. 


(4) To call on the state's attorney 


r other proper officer to assist in 
tie commencement and prosecution 
f actions, forfeitures, removals and 
iolatlons of the laws of the state in 
espect to the assessment and taxa 
ion of property in their respective 
ounties. 
The above shows some of the du 


ies and powers of the tax commis 
ion. 


After a thorough Investigation of 
e mode and manner of assessing 
roperty in the several counties of 
he state, we found so great a dif- 
erenue ot valuations and assess- 
ents of one county with another, we 
ecided to call the assessors together 
n convention at Tallahassee, Novem- 
er 20 and 21. There were present 
t this convention 40 out of the 50 
ssessors of the state and three other 
ounties 
were 
represented 
by a 


.ember of the board of county com- 
ilssioners or by the tax collector, 
eaving only seven counties not rep- 
esented. We held a two days' ses- 
lon. discussing various questions of 
axatlon, trying to get the asses- 
ors to agree to assess property in 
ompllance with law at its true cash 
alue 
This a majority declined to 


o, many ot them stating it had been 


custom for years to assess prop- 


rty at less than its true cash value; 
ome stating that they only assessed 


on a basis of 25 per cent ot Its 


rue value, while others assess at 
rom that rate to full cash value, no 


0 counties having the same basis, 
he tax commission advised them 
lat if they would all agree on a 
asls of 50 per cent or more, they 
ould not for the year 1914 try to 
nforce a true cash value assess- 
ient. This they failed to do, and 
ow, in compliance with law and our 
utles as tax commission, we notify 
very tax assessor in the state that 
ir the year 1914 each one of you 
ust comply with the law as laid 
own in sections 13 to 20 inclusive,

NEW LAW PROVIDES FOR REG- 


ISTRATION EVERY TWO YEARS 


—VASTLY 
DIFFERENT 
FROM 
/ 


THE OLD LAW. 


Even though your name may have 


been on the registration books for 
the past 20 years you must again 
register between the first Monday ir 
.Tanuary and 
the 
first Monday n: 


March every two years else yon w:l 
not be permitted to vote in the pri- 
mary. 


This means that you must register 


between the first Monday of next 
month and the first Monday in March 
if you would vote in the primary 
election to be held on the first Mon- 
day after the first Tuesday in next 
June. 


This law was enacted by the last 


legislature 
and 
clitizens 
generally 


should become familiar with its pro- 
visions. It is known as Chapter 6469 
of the Laws of Florida. 


The provision in reference to regis- 


tration is as follows: That the coun- 
ty registration books for each elec- 
tion district shall be open on each 
week day from 9 a. m. to 12 m and 
from 2 p. m. to 5 p m., and one night 
until 10 p. m., at some convenient 
place in each 
election district in 


each county in this state, from the 
first Monday of January, J914, to the 
first Monday of March, 1914, bien- 
nially thereafter * * * for the regis- 
tration of all persons who are legally 
qualified to register for the general 
primary election. 
* * * It is hereby 


made the duty of the supervisor of 
registration * * * between March 15 
and April 15, 1914, and biennially be- 
tween corresponding dates thereafter, 
to keep the registration books of the 
county open at his office every day, 
Sundays excepted, from 9 o'clock a. 
m. to 12 m. and from 2 to 5 p. m. 


* * Except during these periods 


the registration books for primary 
elections shall be closed. 


In registering you must state on 


oath your full name, your political 
party affiliation, your business or oc- 
cupation, age in years, your color 
and the state or country of your na- 
tivity, your postoffice address, and 
the fact whether or not you are able 
to read and write. 


Supervisor of Registration J. R, 


Wethereli will appoint a deputy reg- 
istration officer 
for each precinct 


and it behooves every citizen to reg- 
ister and see that every one else 
qualified registers.

TALLAHASSEE, 
Dec. 9.—Since 


they have received the order of the 
stat» 
tax 
commissioners directing 


them to assess property in their coun- 
ties at its full cash value, it appears 
that many of the tax assessors arc 
apprehensive as to the interests of 
their constituents with regard 
to 


their payment of the state mHonsp 
on the increased assessments. 


For 1912 the total assessed value of 


property In ui" state was $212,887,518. 
The state levy is 2 mills for general 
revenue purposes: 1 mill, state school 
tax; 1-2 mill for the state board of 
health; 4 mills for pensions, a total 
state levy of 7 1-2 mills. 


The state tax commissioners have 


gone into every county of the state, 
and have otherwise made a pretty 
thorough investigation, after which 
they are of the opinion that the $212,- 
887,518 valuation is not more than 25 
per cent of the cash value of tlie 
cash property of the state. 
There- 


fore, if the order of the commission- 
ers is carried out, the total assessed 
valuation will be raised to $800,000,- 
000 in round numbers. 


The result of this would be to 


force tax payers to contribute for 
state purposes four times what they 
now or otherwise would pay. This 
the assessors are unwilling to, as 
shown by their letters to the tax 
commissioners, 
and 
have 
as'ced 


whether or not a proportionate reduc- 
tion would be made In the state levy- 
in the event they raise the assessed 
valuation as ordered. 


The governor can reduce the 2-mlll 


general revenue levy, and the 4-mill 
pension levy, but 
cannot Interfere 


with the levies for school purposes 
and state board of health.

The letter received by Mr. Wilson 


is as follows: 
To the Tax Assessors of the Several 


Counties of the State of Florida: 
The legislature of the state of 


Florida, at 
its session for 1913, 


passed a law creating a tax commis- 
sion, prescribing their duties, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 9, Chapter 6500, It shall 


be the duty of the commission, and 
It shall have power and authority— 


(1) To have and exercise general 


supervision of the administration, of 
the tax laws of the state, over asses- 
sors and over boards of county com- 
missioners in the performance of 
their duties as boards of tax equaliza- 
tion, to the end that all assessments 
of property be made relatively just 
and equal at the true and substantial 
value In compliance with law. 


(2) To confer with and advise, as- 


sessors and boards of county com- 
missioners when acting as tax equal- 
izers as to their duties under the 
statutes of the state. 


(3) To direct proceedings, actions 


and prosecutions to be instituted to 
enforce the laws relating to pen- 
alties, liabilities and punishment of 
officers, 
persons and 
officers and 


agents of corporations for failure or 
neglect to comply with the provi- 
sions of the statutes governing tin 
property and to cause complaints to 
be made against assessors, members 
of boards of county commissioners 
when acting as tax equalizers, to the 
governor for removal Irom official 
misconduct or neglect of duty. 


(4) To call on the state's attorney 


or other proper officer to assist in 
the commencement and prosecution 
of actions, forfeitures, removals and 
violations of the laws of the state in 
respect to the assessment and taxa 
tion of property in their respective 
counties. 


The above shows some of the du 


ties and powers of the tax commis 
sion. 


After a thorough investigation of 


the mode and manner of assessing 
property in the several counties of 
the state, we found so great a dif- 
ference of valuations and assess- 
ments of one county with another, we 
decided to call the assessors together 
in convention at Tallahassee, Novem- 
ber 20 and 21. There were present 
at this convention 40 out of the 50 
assessors of the state and three other 
counties 
were 
represented 
by a 


member of the board of county com- 
missioners or by the tax collector, 
leaving only seven counties not rep- 
resented. We held a two days' ses- 
sion, discussing various questions of 
taxation, trying to get the asses- 
sors to agree to assess property in 
compliance with law at Its true cash 
value 
This a majority declined to 


do, many of them stating it had been 
a custom for years to assess prop- 
erty at less than its true cash value; 
some stating that they only assessed 
it on a basis of 25 per cent of Its 
true value, while others assess at 
from that rate to full cash value, no 
two counties having the same basis. 
The tax commission advised them 
that if they would all agree on a 
basis of 50 per cent or more, they 
would not for the year 1914 try to 
enforce a true cash value assess- 
ment. 
This they failed to do, aud 


now, 
In compliance with law and our 


duties as tax commission, we notify 
every tax assessor In the state that 
for the year 1914 each one of you 
must comply with the law as laid 
down in sections 13 to 20 Inclusive, 
of chapter 5596 of the laws of Flor- 
ida for 1907 and assess property at 
its true cash value. We shall insist 
on the boards of county commission- 
ers decreasing their mlllage In pro- 
portion to the Increase in valuations, 
so as not to collect a 'greater sum of 
money for county purposes than was 
collected In 1913, and we shall In- 
sist on same proportion 
for state 


taxes. 


We shall appreciate a few lines 


from you stating that you will com' 
ply with the law and work In har- 
mony with the tax commission, and 
assess property In your county for 
the year 1914 at Its true cash value.
